A 
careful chemical examination failed to 
disclose the presence of either borax or 
sulphites, or sulphurous, boric, salicylic 
or benzoic acids. The only preserv:, 
lives found were Milt and saltpeter, the 
former In about the some and the latter 
In n smaller quantity than would have 
been used in private- families for pro 
servativc purposes. Neither lend nor 
zinc was found In the cans, the solder¬ 
ing having been done in such manner 
as to prevent the solder coming In con¬ 
tact with the contents of the can. 

In conclusion, Prof. Wiley emphasizes 
the fact that preserved foods, especial¬ 
ly meats, arc not preferable to the fresh 
articles, where these can be procured, 
lie urgently recommends thnt some 
competent supervising agent be nlwnv s 
present to Inspect the packages when 
opened to detect any failure of com¬ 
plete sterilization In their preparation 
or any evidences of incipient or ad¬ 
vanced decay In theircontents. “When 
these precautions arc observed,” says 
Prof. Wiley, “there Is no renson to be¬ 
lieve that the Ingestion of preserved 
meat* ns an article of food, in proper 
quantities nnd in properly balanced 
ratios, will in any way interfere with 
the health or comfort of the person con¬ 
suming them." Prof. Wiley’s examina¬ 
tion has no direct relation into the in 
vestigatlon of the army supplies bv the 
army investigating commission, but 
was ordered by the secretory of ngrs 
culture In view of the important export 
nnd farming Interests thnt might be un¬ 
favorably affected by some of the testi¬ 
mony before thnt commission.—Chicn- 
go Post.

The settlement of l’oi.cc tie Leon nt 
Cnpnrrn. nmr the tile of I'uchlo Viejo, 
ncroxa San Junn hay, is now, by more 
than o'• years, the llrst town cstnl»- 
llshcil within the present borders of 
the United States. Historians, there¬ 
fore. must give the prestige of antiqui¬ 
ty, not to the Spanish town of St. Au¬ 
gustine. Flo., of 1.1G5, us formerly, hut 
to Cnparra, founded In the year 1509. 

Dr. M. \V. Harrington, of the San 
.loan weather office, discovered the ex¬ 
act location of the historical Cnparra 
unexpectedly. On n pleasure walk into 
the country two weeks ago he Imp- 
pencil to select the rood to Pueblo 
Viejo, and when talking with the native 
resident* learned their traditions of the 
llrst Spanish town in Porto Itico. He 
accordingly procured a guide and made 
an examination of the nearly extinct 
ruins. Of his interesting discovery Dr.

THE OLDEST MAN IN SOUTH 
WEYMOUTH. 

Mr. lirontr llns«lrn (’rlrlirnlfs 
Ills Mm-ltrth Itlrttiiln). 

A Large Number of Friends Call and 
Offer Their Congratulations. 

Mr. George llnydeti, the oldest resident 
of South Weymouth and on* of the oldest 
persons In the town observed Ids nineti¬ 
eth birthday last Tuesday. March 21 st. 

Mr. Hayden Is the son of Kbenrzer 
mid Barah (Talbot) Hayden and wns born 
In Rtongliton* Mass , March 21, l* 1 *’. and 
was one of four children 

The first nine years of Ida life was spent 
in Stoughton lifter which he moved to 
East Randolph, now Holbrook He moved 
to South Weymouth In the spring of 1847 
and has since been n resident liere, with 
the exception of about three years, during 
whleli time lit* resided in Lowell. 

Ills father was a sildler In the Revolu¬ 
tionary war aud died in the year 1812. 

Mr Hayden was united Iu marriage to 
Thais 8. Blanchard of South Weymouth, 
March 2d. 183.1, by Rev. Charles J. Warren, 
then pastor of tho old church. 

The fruits Of this marriage were four 
children, three of which died In Infancy 
The fourth, a son, George F., lived to grow 
up. lie enlisted In the Civil War In Co. 
If., 12th Mass. Itegt. for three years, and 
at the expiration of this term, re-enllsted 
In the Veteran Reserve Corps He was 
wounded In the forehead at the battle of 
Gettysburg He represented Weymouth 
In the Mas- Legislature for three terms. 
He died April 23, 18'.'3 

Mrs. Hayden passed away la May, DUO. 
Mr. Hayden was married a second time, 
Jan. II, 18JVI, to Mary A. Herrick, a native 
of Maine. This wife passed away May 13, 
1883. 

Mr. Hayden was always an active man 
and was engaged iu the making of hoots 
and sillies, until lie gave up work, lie en¬ 
joys the use of all his faculties, with the 
exception of his eyesight, which Is poor, 
he being unable to obtain glasses to tit 

him. 

He is able to go out every day and may 
he seen almost any time walking about the 
streets. 

He was the oldest man at the polls at 
the last town election and has voted at 
nearly a,l tha town and state elections 
since he was old enough. With the ex¬ 
ception of President Lincoln's tlrst term, 
he has voted for all \he presidents since 
he was a voter. That year he lost his right 
to vote because he had not been a resident 
of Lowell, where he moved, the required 
length of time. 

Last Tuesday, from two to eight o'clock 
p. in., Mr. Hayden received his friends at 
the residence of Mrs. E. J. Harding on 
Pleasant street. A great many took tho 
time to call and congratulate him and 
wish him many years of happiue**. 

Mr. Hayden was the recipient of a many 
useful presents, among whieh was a large 
birthday cake, beautifully frosted aud 
hearing 'lie initials "<). II." and the years 
"I80U" and "HBW.” This cake was the 
work of Mrs. Geo. F. Hayden, with whom 
Mr. Hayden now resides, and was served 
to callers from a handsome dish which wa* 
recently brought from Japan by Rev. L. 
Atwood. 

A pretty poem, from the pen of David 8. 
Murray of South Weymoutu, was read in 
the early part of the evening, which we 
print below. — 

Just ninety years ago, dear fiiend, 

Your pilgrimage on earth began 
You were but a tiny infant then,

JOTHAM SALISBURY DEAD. 

Sudden Death of • Wall-known Way- 
mouth Randant. 

Early on Tuesday morning, afler hn't a 
few hours of Illness, Jothsrn Salisbury, 
one of tha oldest and best known residents 
of East Weymouth, was called from time to 
eternity; and ona of the most active and 
eventful live* In oar midst ws* closed for 
ever. 

Mr Salisbury was a aoa of AbUli Salis¬ 
bury and was born in Weymouth on May 
•jnth, 181 Inheriting from both father and 
mother a hardy and active disposition, the 
schools of his native town were too narrow 
for him and on foot nftyl Alone he started 
for an academy In the vyestern part of the 
a'.ate where he devoted himself to study 
ami hy oddjolM of work and lexerdalng a 
strong propensity for trade he supported 
himself through his academic course 

Hctng more of a trading than scholastic 
disposition, he rarly devoted himself to 
manufacturing and trading Weymouth 
and Boston being Ids field of operation, 
until the California gold fever, when he en¬ 
rolled himself among the forty-niners and 
made the passage of the Horn. 

The t'alifornia acquaintance and exper- j 
lence of deceased placed him In possession 
of a fortune of no mean proportion* aud 
for the last thirty years lie has !>een a large 
operator In real estate, personal property, 
honda aud mortgages. 

Mr Salisbury was three times married 
and leaves a widow and four children. 
Mrs. A. F. Smith, East Weymouth; Mrs. 
Chitrle* If. Whitman, South Weymouth; 
Jot ham and Alphonso. 

Funeral service# were held at his late 
home yesterday afternoon and were con- 
tlacted by Rev. A. W. Kingsley of the M 
R. church. A quartette composed of Mrs. 
K. K Orr, Mrs Wallace II Pratt. Will II 
Pratt and M P. Garey assisted with several 
appropriate selections. Orphans Hope 
bodge F. A A. M. of which the deceased 
was a member were in attendance and ren¬ 
dered the Masonic burial service with Dr.

This 
organ has a great variety in the quality of 
the stops which it contains, which admits 
of the organ's use as an accompanying 
instrument to either voices or any other 
Instrument. 

The organ also stood the test of concert 
work, which is far more exacting than the 
ordinary use of the organ in the church, 
and it was a genuine pleasure to me to 
play upon it such a work as Wagner's 
Vorspiel to Jjohengrin, on account of the 
loud-voiced quality of its reeds, especially 
the clarinet. 

I I strongly recommend that a concert be 
given at least once a year if not oftener, 
j for I am satisfied that it is a splendid ill!- 
j round instrument. I am glad that it Is in 
the Ciiiou Cntig'l church of Weymouth and 
Braintree.

A Weymouth Girl Writ** About Florida. | 
To the friends In the north who bar* ! 
just passed through sm k a record-breaking 
storm and such a severe winter withal, It 
would hardly seem possible that n distance 
of only about 1300 miles would place them 
where the air is soft nnd balmy and where 
It la perpetual June It would be» hard for 
them to realize that there 1* any place 
where bird* arc continually singing their 
sweetest Hummer s..ngs and roses are 
blooming. Just sin I a land as this is 
Thonotosassa Lake. Fla , a few miles from 
Tamps, which we reached l>e»*. 23d, after 
travelling two day* from the time we left 
Washington, through a most uninteresting 
country of pine barren* 

It is as lovely a sheet of water os one 
could wish to see, l»elng two and one-half 
miles long and one mile wide, surrounded 
In many place* hy trees hung with the 
beautiful Florida miohs, which so often 
casta weird shadows as It w aves gracefully 
from the branches In festoon several yard* 
In length. A* a Florida |*»et has written, 
Of Flotlda'* uncounted lakes 
Reflecting sky and shore 
Than this there Is tin lovelier one 
White hanks and shelvingfloor. 
Tliouotosasaa la an Indian name, mean¬ 
ing Lake of Flints, from the fact that the 
bottom of the lake la wholly flint and Is 
covered with Indian arrow-heads, which 
are frequently washed upon the sstul hy 
the white-created waves, amiss we look 
out upon the silver surface of the lake 
stretching out over beyond the orange 
grove as far os Hie eye can reach, or ntand 
on the shorn and see all around in a dense 
mass of trees, our minds wander hack to 
the time in the dim and distant yearawhnn 
the Indian* were sole possessor* of this 
charming spot, anti In our Imagination we 
see them gliding across the water* In their 
light canoe, and their tire* kindled along 
the*horen; we see them shaping their 
arrows of Mint, some large, other* so small 
that they are now frequently worn a* 
watch charm* hy those who are fortunate 
enough to Mml them. We hear their wild 
war-cry echoing across the deep and quiet 
waters, and in fancy we see their wigwam* 
lietween the waving curtains of gray moss, 
anil our minds are Mllet' with the weird 
and wild legend* of their solitary life, 
living, fishing, hunting, loving utid dying 
thro' the centuries long post. 

Ililt now we come hack to the present 
enjoyment of scene* uud event*, not the 
least of which I* a picnic in the "wild* of 
Florida" recently enjoyed hy a party «'f 
eight persons, starting on the novel trip of 
20 miles, thro’ forest* of stately pines and 
waving palms, In two team* and with 
plenty of provender, which we spread 
about noon in a charming spot, notwith¬ 
standing the fact that two black snake*, 
four feet long were put to death within 
ten feet of our spread. Rut neither that 
nor the frequent visit* we had from Mr*. 
Razorback and her little white family (all 
of which, though they lielong to somelNHly, 
are allowed to run wild) could prevent us 
from disposing of the gorgeous arrap of 
edible* before us, in true New England 
fashion. And a rather adventurous day it 
was when It Is taken into con*iiirration,— 
the fording of stream* across the low, Mat 
country, several of them where the water 
came up to the hub* of the wheels, to nay 
nothing of the treacherou* hole* in the 
road* and root* of tree* lu the rut* which 
tented the npring* of the carriage to the 
utmoMt and constantly threatened to up- 
net iia ; and not the least important event 
of the day wo* the killing of a uioccanin 
snake Mve feet long, wlione ntiug in a* 
deadly poison ana rattlesnake aud the 
kind of reptilu the native* here do not care 
to urgue with for long. Buch I* picnicing 
in Florida, and very uuiqiie aud enjoyable 
It I*. 

Our night of ulligator* ha* In en very 
limited, the ouly one we have *een being 
only two aud a half feet long, which was 
1 caught in a swamp hy a man who brought 
it home and kept it in a barrel of water 
1 and after a while carried it down to the 
I lake and lied it to a tree iu the water, hut 
j the string was so tight around the poor 
thiug's nej-k that it choked him and he died 
l of "heart failure." They tell un the lake 
! contain* many of them teu anil twelve feet 
i long, hut seeing I* lielieving. a* I hope we 
may do as the weather grown warmer and 
| they come lip ou the hank to bank in the 
I sunshine. 

| Florida's orange groves are rapidly re- 
I gaining their beauty since the freeze, for 
. even here we coulil not escape the *tonu 
which has been sweeping the country. 
Strauge to say our freeze was preceded hy 
a fearful hut grand tempest on Buuday, 
Felt. 12, aud Mouilay, Feh. 13, we awoke to 
Mud "Jack Front" in full possession of the 
place iu shape of u driving snow Htorm 
from the West, from whence Florida's cold 
waves always come, uud a real northern 
snow storm It looked like as it kept up tta 
ruthless work for half u day, so wn could 
have gathered enough i If the piazza for 
several snow halls, soinalhiug never 
known before in Florida. The freeze of 
'HI was much more serious iu its results, 
hut was uot accompanied hy snow. Mon¬ 
day night the thermometer followed the 
dictates of nature, until it dropped to 2.V 
Tuesday morning, w|iirh meant frozen 
ground, Ice oue-quarter of an inch thick 
aruuud the house, aud the delicate tenth its 
of the trees froz.ru and the few orange 
blossoms which had t>eguii to bloom hang- 
lug lifeless on the liuihs. llut that is all 
passed anil at this moment it would Im 
hard to believe such n thing had happened 
ss we look out on the orauge trees that are 
almost a* green as before, and so thick 
with the little uew leaves aud branches 
that come out so fast w« can almost see 
them grow, and are agaiu budded, aud the 
jasmlue uu l beautiful C herokee roses are 
agaiu blooming on '.he piazza. Every day 
brings new Iteaullea, aud this month of 
March bids fair to tie the loveliest aud 
most luteresting of them all. Florida has 
recovered herself, aud with the ilaz/liug 
brightness of the sun, the soughing of the 
wiud through the pines, naiug up like tall 
sentiuels, the air tilled with the notes of 
that sweet songster, the uiot klug bird, the 
Uew spriug beauties, daily revealiug them¬ 
selves to our admiring eyes, aud the soft, 
gentle hrer/es blow mg from the deep blue 
waters of the superb lake, it seems as If 
Nature had giveu her teuderest thought 
aud her grandest touch to this charming 
place 

Aud at the close of day as the sun is 
sinking, we see what is the must liearntfiil 
of all, a Florida suuset over the lake. The 
tuouulaiu sunset Is glorious, but It seems 
as if no place could rival this lu the 
gorgeous cloud-coloring aud the contrast¬ 
ing delicate shades as the suu siuks away 
behind the pine tops. 

The suuset does its work very rapidly 
here, and we are afforded ouly a few choice 
moment* of the twilight, which Is tlwajs 
such a pleasant hour In the uurtb 

Buch is a portion ol Florida, and though

It will uol do tu broadcast seed upon such 
land, as the grass will crowd out all other 
plant#. The best plan I* to cut up the laud 
with a disc burrow iu the spring if the land 
is plowed in the fall, aud plant early pota¬ 
toes on the loca'lon.

MIDGET WILLOW TREE. 

It Is Only «a tweti and n llnlf Tall and 
Wns Found on n Wester-. 

Mountain. 

The New York botanical garden will 
publish shortly the results of a recent 
expedition sent out under Its auspices 
lo explore the flora of Yellowstone 
park and the surrounding region. The 
party of botanist* was under the im- 
mendialc superrbion of Dr. F. A. Ityd- 
berg, ami Its expenses were paid by 
William E. Dodge. After n search of 
three month* It brought Imrk lo New 
York 15,000 •peclmens. Most of these 
were specimen* of flowers, shrubs, 
tree* ami seed* already well known, 
nnd cloMified by acJenllrt*, says the 
New York Sun. 

But there waa one ipeclca found hith¬ 
erto unknown to botany. Thl* wna the 
smallest willow tree extant anywhere 
in Ihe world. It it only nn Inch nnd * 
half high, nnd wa* found by Dr. Ilyd- 
berg on ihe summit of the Ilrldger 
mountains in Montana. 

"This specie*,” said Prof. N. L. Brit¬ 
ton, of Columbia university, and direct- 
or-ln-chlcf of tbe New York botanical 
garden, "1* entirely new to us. It is 
the very smallest willow tree to be 
found anywhere, and flourisliee tosorne 
e xtent on the Brldger mountains. Its 
pigmy height I* due to the extreme cx- 
poaure of the mountain top. We can¬ 
not plant it here, n* weather conditions 
would quickly kill Itoff, but a number 
of preserved epeeimens will be ex¬ 
hibited In the botanical museum In the 
Bronx, when that building is com¬ 
pleted next summer.”

It Make* Daslne** for the Ilnllilers 
of Great Ships That (An 
Down to flea. 

War may be "hell,” but there are va¬ 
rious enterprises which depend entire¬ 
ly upon its existence, says the Cincin¬ 
nati Enquirer. After the manufac¬ 
turers of war material* the shipbuild¬ 
ers nre most happy over international 
contentions. Id these days of commer¬ 
cial enterprise, when every great na¬ 
tion hus its trading fleet, ns well ns its 
fighting ships, tiro risk run owing to 
the necessities of obtaining supplies 
abroad nre enormous. The scouring 
of the seas by a hostile fleet, the sink¬ 
ing ami capture of ships so diminish 
the number of vessels on the sens that 
110 industry outside of that which pro¬ 
vides war material* is so active. The 
dockyards in time of war are kept in 
u state of inceosant activity, nnd every 
shipbuilding yard in the land is in fuli 
work, seeking to perform the almost 
impossible task of keeping pace with 
the wear nnd tear of war time umong 
the sea-going crafu 2! course, there 
is extra wear and tear with soldier*’ 
clothing In an active campaign, und Ihi* 
lends extra activity to the clothing in¬ 
dustries. But, ull things considered, 
shipbuilding undoubtedly is the in¬ 
dustry most benefited by a war. Even 
when the war 1* over a long time elapse* 
l>cfore the shipbuilding trade assume* 
its normal level of activity.

I'oliee Constable Dale, of tbe Leam¬ 
ington (England) force, ha* u kind 
heart, nnd he has found that kindness 
pays, says the I.ondon Sketch. In Jan¬ 
uary of tho past year he saw one day 
a sad sight in the streets—u poor, ema¬ 
ciated and most miserable-looking 
spaniel being dragged along, tied to the 
back of a dust cart, lie not only pitied 
the poor animal, but came to his res¬ 
cue. After ascertaining from the dust¬

Among those 
tempted by this offer \>ere ex-Senntor 
Charles B. Furwell ami his brother 
John, who ultimately formed a syndl- 
eute in Chicago and took upon them- 
selves the responsibility of erecting the 
proposed capitol. Their part of the 
agreement appear* to have been car- j 
ried out to the satisfaction 0 / the state, 
and lu due time they came into the pos¬ 
session of the immense domain now 
known as the X. J. T. ranch.

THE OLD MEETING HOUSE AT EAST 
BRAINTREE. MASS., BURNED 1807. 

A Few Words About the Ancient Meet¬ 
ing House at East Braintraa. 

Prior to taon the Tillage of Weymouth 
I .ending and Kant Braintree on the Monet* 
Iquol river wan the port for both town*. 
From the old wharf there ('apt. John Hay¬ 
ward and Lieut. John Hunt shipped the 
stone to Boston 1711* to 1752, wherewith to 
build Kings Dispel. 

In 1810 there were two ship yards there, 
where many vessels had !*een built, and 
much other business. The people were 
emhltlnus. They lived some distance from 
the Meeting Houses In Weymouth, North 
Braintree and Quincy. March 13, 1810, 
foity-three persons associated themselves 
together for the purpose of organising a 
new Parish. The same day they voted to 
buy the old Meeting House of the Hollis 
Street Church In Boston. March 21 It was 
voted to erect the honse on the site which 
It occupied for so many years. 

The house was taken down and carried 
by water to Ksst Bralntiee; the frame was 
towed and the other lumber carried in the 
vessels of Capt. Kilphalet Loud and Capt. 
KHJ all Bates of Weymouth. May 10 , 1810, 
the Inline was raised In presence of an In¬ 
terested nnd delighted company. Kev. 
Jonatlnn Strong of Randolph, Rev. Kr.ra 
Weld of Braintree and Uev. Jacob Norton 
of Weymouth were present and assisted by 
prayer and otherwise. Aug. 27, a subscrip¬ 
tion was started to provide for the support 
of public worship. Nov. 10,1810, the Meet¬ 
ing House was opened Tor public worship, 
and the first sermon preached therein by 
Mr. John Frost who supplied the pulpit 
four Sabbaths to the satisfaction of all. 
Feb. ?l, 1811 the society was incorporated 
under the name of "The Union Religious 
Society in the Towns of Weymouth and 
Braintree." 

The first meeting of the society was held 
March 5, 1811, and an organisation made. 
The founders of the society were of the 
best men in both towns: Col. Minot 
Thayer, representative for many years; 
I)ea. Eltenexer Hunt, whose second wife 
wns the mother of Joshua Bates, the great 
Loudon banker; Dea. Josiah Vinton, one 
of the founders of Park Street Church in 
Boston and of the Phillips Church in Hast 
Boston; Klisha White, Joseph Allen, 
Bliplinr Thayer, all men of note and others 
of the. highest character.

Miss Crafts, the soprano soloist, is tho 
soloist at the Christian Science church on 
Huntington avenue, Boston. She made 
tier llrst appearance before a Weymouth 
audience at Mr. Hantxiru's last recital, 
upon which occasion she mails a most fa¬ 
vorable impression, and she was given a 
rousing reception Tuesday evening. Miss 
Crafta possesses it clear soprano voice of the 
highest i|iiallty and of remarkable purity, 
sweetness and extent of range. Her first 
number, "Hear Ye Israel" from Klijah, by 
Mendelssohn was rendered with a great 
degree of musical sweetness and power. 
Tills selection is an exceedingly difllcttll 
one, hut was rendered in a manner that 
leaves no chance for criticism. In response 
to an encore she sang "Red Red Rose" 
which was most enthusiastically received. 
Her solo, "The Swallows" by Cowen, 
seemed to be the favorite with tunny, and 
was received with rounds of applause. 
Her encore "Proposal" was excellently 
rendered. 

Miss Trowbridge, the violinist, is from 
Melrose, anil sliu also has appeared before 
a Weymouth audience. Too much cannot 
lie said In favor of this young artist, she 
being a violinist of more than ordinary 
ability. Her manner of playing is easy 
and graceful, and her tones very distinct. 
She has full control of her instrument and 
renders her selections In a manuer that ap¬ 
peals alike to the cultivated ear, und to the 
popular taste, and in brilliancy and ele¬ 
gance of shading, her efforts are truly won¬ 
derful. She gave a choice collection of 
pieces, all of which were rendered in a flue 
manner, hut the two favorites seem to 
have been "Nearer My God to Thee" and 
" The Star Spangled Ilatiper" which were 
given as encores. During her rendering of 
"Nearer My God to Thee" the audience 
seemed apull-bottnd; the silence being 
broken only hy the dear tones of her In¬ 
strument, which responded In an almost 
life-like in aimer to her exqutstla touch. 
"Tho Star Spangled Banner" took the an- 
dience by storm, and Miss Trowbridge's 
playing, together with the urliatic organ 
accompaniment of Mr. Sanborn made this 
number a very pleasiug feature of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Mr. K. Russell S inborn, the organist, la 
a local favorite, and stands higli in his pro¬ 
fession. He is a former pupil of Prof. F. 
W. Wrigley now of Manchester, Kugland, 
und ut present a pupil of 8 . II. Whitney of 
Ilostou. His ability was displayed 
throughout tho entire program, his pedal 
work especially being the subject of many 
favorable commeulM. He rendered the 
most dilllcult com positions with ease. Ilia 
first number, Great Prelude In ll Miuor 
was remarkable for its technical display. 
"Onward Christian Soldiers" arranged hy 
S. II. Whiluey with harp effect was re¬ 
ceived with euthoaiaam. being loudly en¬ 
cored. For an oucore, Mr. Sanboru played 
Handel's Largo, arranged hy H. ll. Whit¬ 
ney with harp effect. Probably the feat¬ 
ures of Mr Sanborn's program were Alle¬ 
gro Appassionato from 5lh Sonata hy Gull- 
mailt, aud Fiuale from Moualo No. 1 hy 
Guilmaut. This last uamed composition 
was rendered iu a superb manuer, calliug 
forth great applause. Mr. Sanborn exe¬ 
cuted the most dlflluull compositions with 
|»erfect ease. 

The entire program showed that much 
time ami forethought had been spent in 
the selection of the numbers. Had the 
weather been tine undoubtedly a much 
larger aitdieuce would have been iu atten¬ 
dance, as it was, however, slauding room 
ouly was available iu the auditorium.

CABBAGE PALMS. 

The palm known as the cabbuge 
grows to a great height, some measur¬ 
ing 170 feet. There is an avenue of 
palms almost this height in Cayenne, 
French Guiana. 

The cabbage palm has its name from 
the fact thut the henrt of tlte tree from 
which the leaves spring is often boiled, 
as we l>oii a cabbage. It is sometimes 
made into pickles. 

The wood of the cabbage ]xiltn, which 
it very close nnd hard, split longitud¬ 
inally. i* made into gutters, but is too 
thin for any other purpose, unless it 
be the manufacture of cane*. 

When the lower leaves of the cab¬ 
bage palm drop tlte broad part of the 
footstalk forms a hollow trough, some¬ 
times utilized by negro mot tiers as 
cradles for their babies. Cut. up, it 
makes excellent splints for fractures; 
tlie inside of tlte green leaves when 
stripped Mitl dried forms nn excellent 
substitute for vellum nnd the tender 
pellicle on the inside of the footstalks 
answers tlie purpose of writing paper.
